CURRENT  CONTRACTING  SCENE.  AT  ANY  GIVEN  TIME  IN  THE  COURSE  OF  A  MARKETING  YEAR, 
OUTSTANDING  SALES  DO  NOT  BEAR  A  CONSISTENT  RELATIONSHIP  TO  EVENTUAL  EXPORT

U.  S.  Export  Sales  Highlights 

This  summary  is  based  on  reports  from  exporters  for  the  period  Feb.  5  -  Feb.  11,  1982. 

Wheat:  Buyer  interest  waned — dropping  to  498,400  metric  tons  (MT) — 38  percent  below  last 
week's  moderate  level.  China  dominated  the  week's  activity,  adding  352,900  MT  to  its 
previous  soft  red  winter  purchases.  Unknown  destinations  decreased  by  313,200  MT,  due 
primarily  to  shifts  to  China.  Although  down  from  last  week's  near  record  level,  exports 
of  1,012,400  MT  continued  at  a  strong  pace.  Shipments  of  more  than  100,000  MT  went  to  4 
destinations — the  USSR  (176,900  MT),  Japan  (146,100  MT),  China  (138,700  MT),  and  Egypt 
(114,100  MT). 

Corn;  A  surge  in  buyer  interest  resulted  in  a  sales  increase  of  1,079,200  MT.  The  USSR 
was  the  major  buyer,  adding  300,000  MT  to  its  purchases  for  the  marketing  year  (MY). 

Other  large  buyers  included  the  German  Democratic  Republic  (GDR) — 186,700  MT — and  Japan 
(175,200  MT).  Unknown  destinations  decreased  by  232,700  MT  due  about  equally  to  shifts 
to  a  number  of  destinations  and  contract  adjustments.  Exports  continued  their  high 
level,  totaling  937,200  MT.  The  major  destinations  were  the  USSR  (121,700  MT),  the 
Netherlands  (110,000  MT),  Spain  (89,200  MT),  and  the  GDR  (70,200  MT). 

Sorghum:  The  net  increase  in  sales,  at  66,500  MT,  was  up  74  percent  from  last  week's  low 
level.  Increases  of  55,300  MT  to  Taiwan  and  30,000  MT  to  Japan  were  partially  offset  by 
decreases  of  25,400  MT  for  unknown  destinations.  Exports  of  218,900  MT  were  at  the 
second  highest  level  for  the  MY,  going  mainly  to  Japan  (60,500  MT)  Venezuela  (39,500  MT), 
Spain  (37,500  MT),  and  Israel  (30,400  MT). 

Barley:  Light  sales  activity  produced  a  sales  increase  of  only  21,000  MT.  Belgium 
increased  by  32,200  MT,  followed  by  16,500  MT  for  Japan  and  11,000  for  Mexico,  while 
unknown  destinations  decreased  by  38,600  MT  due  to  shifts  to  other  destinations  and 
contract  adjustments.  Exports  of  89,600  MT  went  primarily  to  Belgium  (52,200  MT)  and 
Japan  (32,500  MT). 

Rice:  Sales  activity  continued  slow,  at  23,000  MT.  Saudi  Arabia  (13,600  MT)  was  the 
week's  major  buyer.  Exports  of  31,300  MT,  went  principally  to  Nigeria  (8,100  MT), 

Liberia  (5,300  MT),  Spain  (4,600  MT),  and  Italy  (4,100  MT). 

Soybeans :  The  net  increase  in  sales,  at  786,900  MT,  was  the  third  largest  for  the  MY  and 
almost  double  the  4-week  average.  The  major  activity  was  to  unknown  destinations 
(204,800  MT),  Japan  (106,200  MT),  West  Germany  (88,700  MT),  and  Spain  (87,600  MT). 

Exports  of  726,900  MT  were  about  two-thirds  above  both  a  week  earlier  and  the  4-week 
average.  The  most  significant  quantities  were  to  the  USSR  (200,700  MT),  the  Netherlands 
(126,300  MT),  and  West  Germany  (96,800  MT),  while  37,300  MT  were  also  recorded  to  Brazil. 

Soybean  Cake  and  Meal:  Sales  activity,  at  251,300  MT,  was  the  highest  for  the  MY  and 
more  than  70  percent  above  both  last  week  and  the  4-week  average.  The  principal  increase 
was  recorded  for  the  Netherlands  (110,100  MT),  followed  by  the  GDR  (50,000  MT),  Bulgaria 
(35,300  MT),  Yugoslavia  (30,000  MT),  Romania  (23,000  MT),  and  Czechoslovakia  (16,300 
MT).  Exports,  at  231,400  MT,  were  a  record  for  the  MY  and  75  percent  above  the  4-week 
average.  The  primary  destinations  were  the  Netherlands  (118,900  MT),  Italy  (38,500  MT), 
and  Czechoslovakia  (26,300  MT). 

Soybean  Oil:  Sales  activity  slumped,  producing  a  net  decrease  in  sales  of  9,400  MT  for 
the  week.  Exports  also  slowed  dramatically  with  the  3,400  MT  going  primarily  to  Colombia 
(1,600  MT)  and  Ecuadbr  (1,000  MT). 

Cbtton:  Sales  activity  improved  —  at  150,400  running  bales  (RB)  —  more  than  double 
last  week's  low  level.  The  major  buyers  were  Indonesia  (47,000  RBA) ,  South  Korea  (34,200 
RB),  Japan  (20,200  RB),  and  Taiwan  (19,000  RB).  Exports  of  217,700  RB  set  a  new  record 
for  the  MY.  Asian  destinations  received  85  percent  of  the  week's  exports  and  European 
destinations  12  percent. 

Hides  and  Skins:  The  market  remained  very  active,  resulting  in  a  net  increase  in  sales 
of  524,200  pieces,  with  whole  cattle  hides  totaling  440,500  pieces.  Major  whole  cattle 
hide  buyers  were  Japan  (116,800  pieces),  Scuth  Korea  (99,900  pieces)  and  Romania  (58,300 
pieces).  The  export  pace  continued  strong — totaling  519,800  pieces  —  of  which  whole 
cattle  hides  were  451,500  pieces.  The  principal  destinations  for  whole  cattle  hides  were 
Japan  (136,900  pieces),  Romania  (81,100  pieces),  and  South  Korea  (61,100  pieces).
